“There have been ages of hope 
and ages of despair before now. 
Historians of ideas inform us that 
for a thousand years nobody be- 
lieved in+Progress, They inform 
us also that the general opinion 
shortly before the year one 
thousand was that the world was 
about to end, although, five hundred 
years later, the. notion that the 
possibilities open to man were 
limitless was already beginning to 
be widely assumed.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
It’s Your Job 


Theory and practice are quite separate on occasion — 
thus the Selectmen are worried that there may not be 
enough voters at the special town meeting next Wednesday 
at Memorial Auditorium. 

Theory has it that registered voters, many of whom also 
pay taxes in considerable amounts, will turn out to a town 
meeting because it is their responsibility as citizens. And 
if this is insufficient reason, they will respond because 


their own self-interest as taxpayers is at stake. 

In practice, a small percentage of the voters ever 
bothers to attend a town meeting. And an even smaller 
percentage pays attention to the special session that 
occasionally is summoned. 

Specially at this time of year, when the weather is nice 
and the grass needs mowing, there is apt to be a poor 
attendance. We can’t blame the Selectmen for worrying that 
350 men and women may not show up. 

Those of our citizens who feel that they have some 
responsibility for helping to establish policy in the town 
should not fail to attend. They should not take it for 
granted that at least 350 other people will be there — this 
is the easiest way to wind up without the necessary 
juorum. 

Each voter should assume that he, or she, will be the 
one person whose presence is needed to attain that goal. 

Let’s take our jobs as citizens seriously and attend this 


vital session. 


20 M.P.H.? 


Ever try driving 20 miles an hour for a sustained period? 

It’s an interesting experiment. 

Because in this modern age of automatic transmissions 
some drivers find that they have to shift into the low gear 
to keep their cars at the 20 mph rate of speed. 

Normally there isn’t too much attention paid to this 
problem of keeping a car at a slow speed. 

In fact, horse power is a big selling point in the auto- 
motive industry and many of us are more concerned with 
this factor than with how slowly the car will travel for 
sustained distances, 

However, the state law restricts speeds to 20 mph in 
congested areas, in the absence of local rules even fur- 
ther reducing this speed. And there is no question but 
what the limit can be enforced, if this is the desire of the 
law enforcement authorities. 

It seems basic, however, to assume that most of those 
employed in our enforcement agencies use common sense 
when going about their assigned jobs. There are times, 
under certain weather and traffic conditions, when 20 mph 
is far too fast, There are other times when 30 mph in the 
same area may not be excessive. 

If enforcement is handled on a common sense basis, 
there can certainly be no justifiable complaint about it 
from any source. But if an arbitrary 20 mph enforcement is 
forthcoming here, many drivers will find themselves break- 
ing the limit, and in trouble with the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, even though they are driving sanely and properly 
for the type of area,

Re-Nomination
